Thérése Chabot, Studio Arts, is Participating in 
the collaborative exhibition Contemp/ations on 
the Spiritual with artists, Nicholas Kripal, Jo 
Yarrington, Alan Greenberg, Jeff Mongrain in 
Glasgow, Scotland. This exhibition, in 
conjunction with the ssoth anniversary of 
Glasgow University is an interdisciplinary 
response to architectural spaces and sites which 
have been devoted to religious worship or 
deemed sacred through centuries of ritual 
practices. Through their sculptures and 
installations, the artists seek to establish a 
dialogue with the chapels, churches, 
synagogues, and other sacred venues. 


While each artist will create their own unique 
works of art they will also respond to a common 
underlying premise which can best be stated 
through two probing questions: "How can art 
speak eloquently in sacred spaces?” and " How 
do venerable spiritual traditions touch the 
contemporary consciousness?” Through group 
discussions and on-site visits, the five artists 
have come to believe that the answers lie within 
the larger historical contexts of the sacred 
spaces and the iconography of their 
architecture. 


The exhibition opens April 2001 and runs 
throughout the month. in addition, there will 
be a week of seminar presentations, panel 
discussions, and artist receptions Monday, April 
23, through Friday, April 27, 2001. 


The artists have also scheduled similar site 
projects in Rome, Italy, in June and in Cologne, 
Germany, in October 2001. Those two 
exhibitions will include documentation of work 
created for the Glasgow sites.

The Department of Theatre of Concordia 
University is very pleased to announce a unique 
and exciting opportunity for students at 
Concordia. Valerie Campo, a specialist in Italian 
Theatre, will be offering an intensive workshop 
devoted to the work of one of the twentieth 
century’s most important dramatists: Luigi 
Pirandello. This workshop will be of special 
interest to students interested in Performance 
but students from all programs are welcome to 
register. It is also aimed at directors and 
playwrights. 


The workshop will take place from Monday 
April 23 for six consecutive days, ending on 
Saturday April 28, 2001. The hours are 7-5 pm 
every afternoon on the Loyola campus room to 
be determined. This special event consisting of 
24 hours will cost $100 per participant. A $30 
non-refundable deposit will be required to 
reserve a place. You must register in the Office 
of the Department of Theatre(848 4747) 
located on the Loyola Campus in the TJ building 
on Terrebone and W.Broadway. There are a 
maximum of 20 places for this workshop. 


This practical workshop explores techniques and 
styles for a contemporary approach to the 
unique theatre characters created by 

Pirandello: masks, stylized acting techniques, 
monologue techniques, physical improvisation, 
text improvisation with emphasis on the 
connection between Pirandello's short stories 
and the narrative monologues of his plays. 


- Emphasis is on the acting styles required by 
Pirandello's plays, a unique blend of rhythm and 
stylization coupled with strong inner sentiments 
and passions. 


- Mask training and improvisation on scenes 
from Pirandello's plays and novels give the 
opportunity to experience the connections 
between Pirandello, Commedia dell'Arte, avant- 
garde Italian and German futurist theatre and 
cabaret, contemporary theatre styles and 
playwriting.

Congratulations to Dr. Ted Little, Associate 
Prof in the Department of Theatre's Drama for 
Human Development program. Ted has been 
awarded a $45,000 FCAR grant to pursue the

Lecture Series at MMFA 


A Series of Six Lectures on Canadian Landscape 
Painting; A joint project of Concordia 
University and the Montreal Museum of Fine 
Arts 


The Montreal Museum of Fine Arts will be 
hosting a series of six lectures organized by the 
Gail and Stephen Jarislowsky Canadian Art 
Research Institute at Concordia University. The 
speaker wil! be the highly reputed art historian 
and director of the Institute, Francois-Marc 
Gagnon. In presenting this free series, the 
Institute hopes to promote a better 
understanding and appreciation of Canadian art 
history by making our visual heritage accessible 
to the public. 


The series will be presented in English this 
spring and in French in fall 2001. 


May 9: The group of Seven’‘s National Icon: The 
Tree In this lecture, special attention will be 
paid to the depiction and significance of trees 
in the work of Tom Thomson, Fred Varley and 
A.Y. Jackson. 


May 16: The Power of the North: Lawren Harris's 
Pictures Lawren Harris hoped that his paintings 
of the Canadian North would promote Canadian 
unity. It is important to remember that Harris's 
theosophical ideology influenced his artistic 
development. For another perspective, his 
Paintings will be compared with the landscapes 
of Emily Carr. 


May 23: David Milne and Goodridge Roberts: 
The Non-sublime Landscape The Group of 


Seven was influenced by the notion of the 
sublime. Conversely, Milne and Roberts 
preferred painting places in which their art 
could take center stage instead of being 
subservient to an ideology. 


May 30: Stanley Cosgrove, Marian D. Scott and 
the Essence of Landscape If Cosgrove’s way of 
thinking was influenced by masters such as 
Charles Maillard and Mexican painter Orozco, 
his landscape painting especially seems to have 
nothing in common with their work. By 
comparison, Marian D. Scott seems to have been 
much more socially and politically motivated. 


June 6: Jean Paul Lemieux’s Metaphysical 
Paintings Following a trip to Europe in 1954, 
Jean Paul Lemieux began to see the Canadian 
landscape in a way that no one had seen it 
before. Are Lemieux’s eee a quiet 
affirmation of the Quebec nationalism that was 
flourishing at the time or, from a different 
perspective, do they have a metaphysical 
dimension? 


June 13: Paul-Emile Borduas’s Inscapes 
Borduas’s work in his Automatiste period 
retained the format and the composition 
formula of the landscape. It can therefore be 
described by the term “inscape”, first attributed 
to the paintings of Sebastian Matta. The same 
structural considerations are found in the work 
of Borduas’s Automatiste disciples, especially 
Riopelle.

Print Media Sale and Raffles 


During the last week of classes, Print Media held 
a two day event in the VA lobby to raise funds 
for the purchase of a large vacuum table and 
one-arm squeegee for the screen printing 
studio. Whatever was raised would supplement 
what remained of their yearly capital allocation 
toward this purchase. After searching for 
second hand equipment for several months, it 
was decided that this option was unsuitable. 
Their list of capital requests, consisting of 
several emergency repairs and renovation of 
equipment far exceeded what remained of their 
current capital allocation. The pues of the 
screen printing equipment had been postponed 
for a number of years considering it was not an 
emergency item. Yet, it had become evident 
that this vacuum table was much needed. 
Advanced students’ incessant requests for large 
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format print was a strong motivation. This unit 
is also part of a requirement for a future 
conversion to UV inks in screen printing which 
is the professional system for printing digital 
imagery in screen because it facilitates higher 
resolution. On April 4, brainstorming for a 
solution led to a decision to havea print sale 
and during the following days, posters 
announcing the event went up and students as 
well as faculty and technicians were asked to 
donate their prints for this fundraising drive. 
Much of the weekend was spent planning the 
sale as well as raffles, and calls were made to 
invite friends and business acquaintance to the 
print sale. With much determination, several 
students donated their work, many prints were 
taken from the Print Media archives, and faculty 
members gave large quantities of their prints, 
hoping to make the event a success. And a 
success it was! Close to 150 prints were sold! It 
is now possible to purchase the vacuum table 
and one-arm squeegee as well as several large 
format screens suitable for this printing station. 
The success can be attributed in part to the 
donation of fine work which attracted sales 
beyond expectations. Print Media is most 
grateful for the support from faculty, staff and 
students at the VA as well as other faculties 
within the University community. Most 
importantly, in these times of cutbacks, reduced 
spending and dampened spirits, this event was a 
wondertul opportunity for all those involved in 
the process to witness how combined energies 
and determination can lead to desired goals.
